CITRUS  FRUITS  ON  CITRUS  TRIFOUATA  STOCK 

As  it  is  generally  best  to  cut  back  all  citrus  trees  40  to  50  per  cent,  when 
transplanting  this  will  be  done  at  the  nurseries  before  shipping,  as  a rule. 
We  therefore  grade  sizes  of  all,  excepting  kumquats,  by  caliper.
